RING GONE, GIRL N JAIL 


SCHOOL TEACHER ARRESTED FOR 
ALLEGED THEFT OF JEWEL. 


Visits a State Street Store and Inspects 
| Tray of Diamonds, One of Which Is 


Later Found to Be Missing — De- | 


tectives Call, but Search “Avails 
Nothing—Daughter of a Former Ger- 
man Consul and the Author of a 
Book—Friends Express Surprise. 


Amy Sesselberg, a young schoolteacher, 
who says her home is in Appleton, Wis., 
was arrested yesterday afternoon in Charles 
D. Peacock’s jewelry store, Monroe and 
State streets, on the charge of stealing a 
diamond ring. When charged with the 
theft she became hysterical and taused con- 
siderable excitement in the store. She was 
taken to the women’s annex at the Harrison 
Street Station and charged with larceny. 
A thorough search failed to reveal the ring. 

Shortly before 1 o'clock Miss Sesselberg 
entered the store and asked to be shown 
some rings. She was waited on by R. 
Williams, a clerk, who exhibited a tray con- 
taining rings valued at from $100 to $200. 
He alleges she took six, trying them on, and 


finally returned five, asking to be shown 
a diamond brooch. When she started to 
leave the store Williams grasped her by the 


arm, demanding the return of the sixth ring. 
The detectives were then summoned and 
they placed her under arrest. 

It is claimed by the clerks that a man 
followed Miss Sesselberg into the store and 
stood beside her while she was examining 
the rings. He left a minute before Miss 
Sesselberg attempted to go. 

Says Charge Is Monstrous. 

The prisoner said she was stopping at the 
Great Eastern Hotel, Wabash avenue and 
Harrison street. Last night, a the Harrison 
street annex, she said: 

“The charge is monstrous. I suffered 
great indignities at the hands of the Peacock 
people.

ADLER'S REMEDY 
FOR CITY EVILS 


New York Reformer Suggests 
That Non-Partisan Investi- 
gators Be Named. 


WOULD SEEK THE FACTS. 
Says the Officials Could Not Then 


Ignore the Existence. 
of Crime. 


RACE OF 


PATRIOTS NEEDED. 


Your city officials are denying the exist- 
ence of evils such as we are facing in New 
York.” declared Dr. Felix Adler of that city 
in the course of a lecture on The Redemp- 
tion of Our Great Cities in Central Music 
Hall last night, but if you appoint a civic 
non-partisan committee, such as we have, 
and begin the collection of legal evidence of 
their existence, these denials will cease. 
They then will offer their assistance for the 
suppression of those evils. 

* While I am not familiar with your city, 
{ presume that the same conditions prevail 
ere as in New York. The denial of the ex- 
istence of evils is the first stage. Denials 
wire made in New York. Our committee 
hack not been at work two weeks beiore the 
denials ceased, and the men responsibie for 
those hideous conditions offered their serv- 
ices for their repression.”’ 

Dr. Adler was introduced by Willlam M. 
Salter as one of the committee of fifieen of 
New York City which aims to bring re- 
ligion down to earth in a practical form.“ 


Says Problem Is Baffiing. 

The situation is dramatic; it is not too 
strong to say that it is tragic,’ began the 
dector. 
tbat the longer l-study the problem the more 
baffling it becomes. Who can know a great 
city? We have no conception of a city of 
which we speak so freely. You know but 
little of the web and mesh of the life ef your 
great city. As Victor Hugo terms it, ‘ the 
monster.“ 

He then traced the history of the growth 
of the great cities of the world, declaring 
that these cities are drawing the population 
from the rest of the country. 

The march to the great city is not the 
march of liberty,“ he continued. It is the 
beginning of a new servitude, particularly 
ta the United States. Nowhere is a great 
city more easily studied. Your own city is 
the most interesting of all. The population 
of our great cities comprises over 18.000.000. 
or 29 per cent, and if the growth.continues 
at the same rate in 1910 the cities will have 
one-half of the population. 

It democracy is a failure in cities, it is 
a failure all round. If we do not succeed in 
covernfng our cities in accordance with our 
deas of democracy our whole government 
will be a failure. Unless we can succeed in 
redeeming our cities the outlook for liberty 
at the close of the nineteenth century is, in- 
deed, dark, ; | 


Criminal Class in Control. 
The redemption of our great cities means 
‘he rescue of our citizens from the hideous 
misrule now existing within their borders. 
The moral element should be on top and 
should rule the criminal, just as the carnal 
things in man must down and the moral 
element rule. I am not prepared to speak 


for you in Chicago, but in New York we are 


ruled by the criminal class and those in al- 
liance with the criminal class. .Only the right 
spirit among our citizens will help us. No 
new machine, no new election law, only the 
right public spirit can save us. | 

There is danger in illiteracy, but Hteracy 
is not alone a safeguard. Some people read 
the constitution parrot-like, but are totally 
lacking in the right spirit. You must have 
a race of patriots in our schools. One of the 
reasons why unfit men are retained in office 
is the wrong kind of friendship towards them 
~—false kindness which means the injury of 
the many. Another cause is the lack of 
democracy in the socia! relations. 

Political y cannot be made a 


success without the right kind of democracy | 


between man and man. The members of the 
better class—a misnomer—know as little 
about the great mass as if they lived in an- 
other hemisphere. As a consequence our 
reform movement will not go with the masses 
as long as we are under the delusion that the 
right of leadership is one of the privileges of 
the better class. The masses look upon such 
a movement as a silk-stocking movement. 
The social settlements are doing a great work 
along this line, such as your own, which 

honor and glory. 


Not Attempting the Impossible. 
“There is no such thing as an anti-vice 
crusade in New York. The committee of 


which I am a member is not charged with the 


absurd task of attempting to bring about a 
millennium. Vice was overflowing our city. 
We are charged with repressing it and are 
not at this time trying to suppress it. We 
are collecting evidence which will stand in a 
court of law against officials who fail to do 
their duty. 

There are two things which I have found 
out that the American people will not stand. 
An attack on the decencies of home and at 
tack on the sanctity of childhood. These 
two things are the immediate cause of the 
present movement in New York.” 

The speaker then made his reference to the 
need of a committee in Chicago and the de- 
we of the city officiais of the existence of 
evils. ‘ 

One of the most encouraging signs is evi- 
dence of the growth of a c.vic pr.de,“ he 
concluded. Our probiem is not, as it was 
in the old worid, to work liberty out of or- 
der, but order out of liberty.“ 5

abductors point strongly towards a promi- 


nent Douglas County man as the originator | 
‘of the scheme to spirit away the son of Ed- 


ward A. Cudahy and the directing force in 
all the movements of the men after the plan 
had been put in operation. Pat Crowe still 
is believed to Be the man who executed the 
orders of the principal In the deal, notwith- 
standing the statement today of one of his 
sisters that he was without mustache when 
last she saw him, the week prior to the ab- 
duction. 

To offset this jar to the theories of the po- 
lice Mrs. Thomas B. Cooper, daughter of 
Daniel Burris, who sold the pony.now at 
Pacific Junction, Ia., select pictures of 
Pat Crowe with and without a musiache 
from a score of others and positively asserted 
the purchaser of the horse was smooth 
faced, without even the shadow of a mus- 
tache. | 

Another new phase of the kidnaping case 
is the decision of the police that the men 
had two houses at their disposal. This con- 
clusion, was reached after a review of the 
statement of Fiddie Cudahy in which he said 
he heard the men say on their way to the 
house in which he was held: Which place 
shall we take him?“ | | 

Chief Donahue holds that the letter sent 
to Mr. Cudahy, which bears the date of Dec. 
19, was written after the boy was in the pos- 
session of the adbuctors. 


Letter Written After Abduction. 


“The letter could not have been written 
prior to the apprehension of the boy, said 
Chief Donahue, “ because it was the inten- 
tion of the men to take his sister. Then after 
Mr. Cudahy deposited the money beside the 
only iantern the men had at the old house, 
they left it there and-took the money to a safe 
place before they returned the boy to his 
parents. 

It is certain also that these men did not 
sit out on the prairie and divide the $25,000 
into three parts by the light of the lantern 
which had been used as the guide for Mr. 
Cudahy. It follows then that they must have 


*had another place to which they could have 


taken the money without running the risk of 
attracting attention by dividing their spoils." 
The explanation of Chief Donahue dispels 
some of the complications which have 
harassed the police in the past. It makes 
it possible to comprehend why the light- 
haired woman, who was seen by Mrs. Schnei- 
derwind when the house was reated, was 
mixed up in the case. The statement of the 
abductors that they intended to steal Mr. 
Cudahy’s daughter probably accounts for the 
woman's presence. Had one of the men 
ploked up the little girl in the streets she 
would have screamed, and it is believed the 
woman was to entice her away. 
When the man and woman called to look 
at the house they left the impression that 
they were married. This made the police 
suspicious, because they could not bring 
themselves to believe the woman had accom- 
panied the man simply to keep the owner of 
the house from asking whether or not he 
wished it for his family. 


Money Divided in Another House. 


While the woman did not appear in the case 
at any other time it is believed she occupied 
the other house to which the men referred, 
where the letter was written which aroused 
the apprehensions of Mr. Cudahy and doubt- 
less where the money was brought for con- 
cealment or distribution after it was taken 
from beside the beribboned lantern by the 
abductors. 

Like this woman, two of the men have 
succeeded admirably in concealing their 
tracks. Two men made the purchase of the 
Burris pony. Two men were in the buggy 
in which Eddie Cudahy was carried away, 
while the boy insists a third rode behind the 
vehicle. 

The man on the bicycle who followed Mr. 
Cudahy and Pat McGrath when they carried 
the ransom to the designated spot still is an 
unknown quantity. The claim that this man 
might have been one of the bicycle officers 


Chief Donahue had detailed at the home of 


Mr. Cudahy was set at rest today by the 
Chief's statement that it was not one of his 
men. They were stationed at the house to 
follow any suspicious person who.might pass 
on a horse or drop a second letter in the yard. 
They did not see Eddie Cudahy return home 
because Mr. Cudahy came out at 11 o'clock 
and ordered them to go back into the barn 
and not, under any circumstances, to inter- 
fere with a messenger from thé abductors 
who might come.

Crowe’s Sisters Have No Facts. 
Mrs. J. F. Connor and Mrs. Thomas Gil- 
lan, sisters of Pat Crowe, who live at Al- 
bright, a suburb of South Omaha, were 
summoned to the office today by Chief Don- 
ahue. Both informed the chief that they 
knew nothing at all of the movements of 
their brother, as he never said anything 
to them of his crimes, The only intima- 
tion they ever had of his waywardness, they 
said, was when Pat came home with the af- 
firmation that he intended to reform and 
quit the wild life which had made him no- 
torious throughout the country. Mrs. Gil- 
lan said that Pat had a smooth face the 
last time she saw him, two weeks ago, andif 
she could give. any further information 
she gladly would do so, because she beueved 
if he had participated in the crime he ought 
to be punished. Both denied positively that 
they had seen the old buggy which proved 
such an important factor in the abduction. 
Operatives of the Pinkerton agency who 
are working on the case believe they have 
found an important clew to the identity of 
the light-haired woman who appeared at 
Mrs. Schneiderwind's. They are not so sure 


of her connection with the case, but ehe 


knew Pat Crowe well and has been missing 
ever since the day following the abduction 
of young Cudahy. | 
Pat CroWe was in the habit when in South 
Omaha of taking his meals at one of the 
hotels, where he was waited upon by Lizzie 
Burns, who also was seen with him several 
times on the street.

old friends. She is about 30 years of age, 
had light complexion, high cheek bones, 
square chin, and gray or blue eyes. Her hair 
is a little darker than that of the average 
blond. She is tall and rather heavy. The 
detectives believe she could furnish some 
valuable information regarding Pat Crowe 
if they could locate her. 
Pony Identified Beyond Doubt. 
The police have secured positive identifica- 
tion of the Pacific Junction pony which En- 
gineer Joe Goodrich considers the most valu- 
able stray he ever corralied. Daniel Bur- 
ris, the man who sold the pony, and Warren 
the original owner, went to Pacific Junc- 
tion this morning and identified the animal. 
The men arrived at Pacific Junction shurt- 
ly after 9 o'clock and went to the home of 
Goodrich to see the pony. Goodrich thought 
it a scheme to circumvent him and obtain 
the animal, so ordered them to leave.

"BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 


Widow of George La Bram, Who Built 


Cannon for Defense of Kimberley 
from Capture by the Boers, to Re- 
‘ceive Testimonial from England. 


Washington, D C., Dec. 28.—[{Special.]J— 


The British government has made an allow- 
ance of $4,000 to Mrs. George F. La Bram 
of Aurora, III., because of the death of her 
husband, who was killed by a Boer shell at 


Kimberley on Feb. 9, 1900. 

La Bram was an engineer in the employ 
of the De Beers Consolidated Mining com- 
pany and during the siege of Kimberley took 


a gallant part in the defcnse of the city. 


His most notable contribution to the suc- 


cess of the defense was a piece of heavy ar- 


tillery, invented by himself and built under 
his direction. He also designed and manu- 
factured the shells for the gun, which was 
the only one in the town of sufficient strength 


‘to reach the Boer trenches. This gun aione 


had much to do with keeping the Boers out 
of Kimberley. 

In announcing the allowance of $4,000 to 
Mrs. La Bram the British War officials say: 

„Her Majesty's government giadly takes 
this opportunity of placing on record their 
sense of the valuable services rendered by 
Mrs. La Bram’s late husband during the 
siege of Kimberley and of expressing ticir 
regret at the loss she has sustained in his 
death.”

MAN HUNT NEARS A CLIMAX. 


Duel to the Death Will Probably End 
Career of Mussolino, the Ital- 
jan Bandit.

ROME, Dec. 28.—The hunt for the notorious 
bandit and murderer, Mussolino, which has 
been going on for a long time, is nearing a 
dramatic elimax. At the beginning of last 
week he was so hard pressed. by the police 
and military that only two of his companions 
remained with him, Jati and Di Lorenzo. 
Mussolino suspected treachery on the part 
of Jati and Di Lorenzo, and a week ago he 
accused the former of designing to betray 
him and thus obtain the reward of 30,000 lire. 
This precipitated a row, and Mussolino at- 
tacked Jati with a dagger, stabbing him sev- 
eral times, and leaving him for dead. 

Di Lorenzo found Jati in a dying condition. 
He bound up Jati's wounds, but his aid was 
too late and Jati died. Before his death, 
however, he warned Di Lorenzo that Mus- 
solino intended to kill him also. 

Di Lorenzo thereupon took to the country 
with the avowed intention of killing Musso- 
lino. The two brigands are now prowling 
around in the Aspromonte district seeking 


each other's life.

The business meeting was followed by a 
general discnssion of State natural history 
surveys, which was lead by Professor E. A. 
Birge of the University of Wisconsin, Pro- 
fessor H. F. Nachtreib of the University of 
Minnesota, and Professor Frank Smith of 
the: University of Illinois. They outlined the 
work which had been done by their respec- 
tive States and urged coéperation between 
the’ various States in lines of work which 
were identical,.and especially in the surveys 
of territory along the boundary lines of the 
States. They said the work of Minnesota 
and Wisconsin was being done along econom- 
ic lines. Professor Birge in his report of the 
work in Wisconsin said clays, building 
stones, copper bearing rocks, and other geo- 
logical formations were receiving the most 
attention from the naturalists. 

In the afternoon the zodlogists and botan- 
ists separated and met in different rooms 
for the discussion of papers which were too 
technical to be of interests to any but those 
pursuing the same line of work.

ASK FEE FOR SCHOOL LEASE. 


H. O. Stone & Co. Send Bill to the Board 
of Education for $25,000 for Al- 
leged Services Rendered. 


The ‘Board of Education and the fi 
H. O. Stone & Co. have a bill of $25,000 — 
dispute, the real estate agency claiming 
that amount as a commission for renting 
the property at State and Monroe streets to 
Stumer, Rosenthal & Eckstein. The bill 
was refused consideration at the board meet- 
ing last night. President Harris said the 
board did not intend to pay a cent to anyone 
for services in the leasing of the property. 
Thomas W. Magill of H. O. Stone & Co. says 
the claim is a just one and, if the board re- 
fuses to honor it such conduct will be re- 
pudiating its debts. 

The alleged claim of Stone & Co. is based 
on the valuation at which the property was 
leased, The commission was to be 2% per 
cent on the valuation of the property, it is 
stated in the bill, and as the lease places it 
at $1,000,000 the commission is 828, 000. 

It is the strangest piece of business that 
has come to my attention for a long time,“ 
said President Harris. We never author- 
ized anyone to ect for us in leasing the prop- 
erty. We advertised the property ourselves 
and carried on the negotiations through the 
Buildings and Grounds committee. No one 
has appeared in the transaction but repre- 
sentatives of Stumer, Rosenthal & Eck- 
stein and our members and attorney.”

HODCARRIERS GIVE NOTICE. 


A movement is on foot to make Brick- 
layers’ Hall, Peoria and Monroe streets, the 
headquarters of the proposed new central 
body of the building trades, to be made up 
of the unions seceding from the Building 
Trades council. The first step, which is now 
being. quietly agitated, is to induce these 
seceding unions to hold their meetings in the 
hall, but the plan contemplates making the 
hall the headquarters of the proposed new 
central body in case it is organized. It is 
the general opinion that such organization 
will be effected in the early part of the new 
year. It is predicted that the Building | 
Trades council will dissolve within a month 

or two, and in that event it is conceded that 

the proposed new central body will be or- 

ganized. 

Bricklayers’ Hall is a large building, and is 

fairly accessible. It has served as the 

headquarters of central labor bodies in the 

past. 

A factor which may prevent the consumma- 

tion of the plan is an unfriendly feeling on 


ward the bricklayers. Some of the more 
recently seceding unions bear a grudge 
against the bricklayers as being largely 
responsible for the present plight of the 
Building Trades council by reason of that 
union's early desertion of the central body, 
and for the additional reason that it is 
charged with a willingness to work with 
non-union men. Because of this unfriendly, 
feeling it is possible the other unions may 
be unwilling to make the hall their head- 
quarters, but they will have to secure loca- 
tions soon, and it is proposed to offer them 
inducements to come to Bricklayers’ Hall. 


Hodcarriers Serve Notice.

The report 
is signed by Robert Lincoln and Norman B.

The accounting deals with receipts and 
expenditures for one year only. There are 
given as receipts, $13,278,850, which, together 
with a balance of cash in hand from first 
accounting of $602,076, makes a total of 
$13,880,427 to be accounted for. The report 
shows disbursements of $13,869,585, leaving 
a balance of cash in the hands of the execu- 
tors of $10,841. 

The executors report that they havé also 
retained 742 shares of stock in the Pullman 
company and 500 shares of stock in the Co- 
lumbian Celebration company, and an open 
account of $3,000 with the latter company. 
These, the executors hold, they state, be- 
cause of litigation regarding them, and ask 
more time in which to close up these matters 
and make a final accounting in the estate.

‘that distinguished us in past years and 
brought the country im a great measure to 
the commanding position it occupies in the 
world. 

„Progress, in a sense, we are certainty 
making. But among a number of competitors 
for the same goal progress is only a relative 
expression and may be equivalent to actual 
retrogression. Compared with the United 
States and Germany, the astonishing back- 
wardness of this country in the essentials of

NEW POLICY FOR EVANSTON. 


University to Affiliate with Grand 
Prairie Seminary of Onarga—Dr. 
Pearsons Gives $20,000. 


The Board of Trustees of Northwestern 
University will take a radical departure 
from its usual course when it accepts the 
Grand Prairie Seminary of Onarga, III., as 
an affiliated school. 
affiliated schools at pre¥ent, but the accept- 
ance of the Onarga institution presages the 
aquirement of others within a short time. 

The action, which will be taken at a special 
meeting of the Board of Trustees next Mon- 
day night, was made possible yesterday by 
the giving of a check for $20,000 to Dr. Rob- 
ert D. Sheppard by Dr. D. K. Pearsons, the 
millionaire befriender of struggling Western 
colleges. 

The condition on which the seminary was 
to be accepted was that it should possess an 
endowment fund of $100,000. This amount 
was completed by Dr. Pearsons’ gift. This 
fund was raised by individual subscription, 
W. A. Rankin of Onarga being the ldrgest 
giver, his subscription being $26,000. North- 
western University assumed a debt of $12,- 
000 and William Deering gave $5,000. 

The preliminary arrangements for receiv- 
ing the minor school into affiliation have 
been made by Dr. R. D. Sheppard, M. H. 
Wilson, and J. J. Parkhurst for Northwest- 
ern University, and by George R. Palmer. 
O. T. Dwinnell, and A. S. Durham for the 
seminary. 

The Grand Prairie Seminary was founded 
in 1865. It has three buildings, a recitation 
building, chapel, and boarding hall, the total 
value of these buildings being $60,000. At 
present there are 250 students in attendance. 
The present principal, O. T. Dwinnell, will 
retain his office until the next commence- 
ment, ‘after which the university Board of 
Trustees will appoint the executive officer. 

Before the first of the new year Dr. D. K. 
Pearsons will have given 570,000 to three 
different colleges. In addition to the $20,000 
given to the Grand Prairie College at 
Onarga, which becomes an affiliated school 
of Northwestern University, Dr. Pearsons 
also signed a check for $25.000 which he gave 
to some college, but refused to make known 
its name because of a promise not to do so. 
The gift was made contingent upon the 
school raising $75,000, in which it was suc- 
cessful. 

Lake Forest will also receive $25,000 as a 
New Year's gift from Dr. Pearsons. It was 
promised with the provision that Lake For- 
est raise $100,000. Dr. Pearsons said yes. 
terday that there was no doubt that they 
would succeed and that his check would be 
drawn about New Year’s. The whole 
amount which he will give to different col- 
leges by the last of January will be about 
$250,000. The total amount of his gifts up 
to date is $2,534,000.

Mahony was at first unwilling to accept the

On the afternoon of the rescue young 
Fragelius had gone out in a boat with three 
other boys and was swimming about 400 
or 500 feet from the shore, when he was seized 
with a cramp and sank. The other boys set 
up a cry, which was heard by Mahony and 
a friend, George Loane of 45389 Evans ave- 
nue. Mahony plunged into the water and 
swam out to the boat, followed by Loane. 
After diving four times Mahony brought’ 
the drowning boy to the surface. 

Mahony is a graduate of the Hyde Park 
High School and is an athlete, having been 
a member of the football and baseball teams 
of the school. He is now employed in ths

GEORGE H.REYNOLDS 
OF: AUSTIN CHARGES 
ATTEMPT TO POISON. 


Drinks Deadly Dose of Coffee and Has 
Narrow Escape from Dying—Police 
Investigating, but No Arrests Are 
Made Yet. 


George H. Reynolds, a hardware merchant 
and resident of Austin, is seriously ill at his 
home, 5635 Lake street, as the result of 
what he regards as an attempt to poison him 
at breakfast yesterday morning. He says 
that enough poison to kill ten men was put 
in his coffee, but he swallowed only a small 
quantity of the mixture, and the physician 
whom he summoned by telephone succeeded 
in saving his life after an hour’s hard work. 
The Austin police are making an investiga- 
tion, but no arrests have ‘been made yet. 

The coffee which Mr. Reynolds drank is 
said to have contained a large quantity of 
insect poison, composed of wood alcohol, 
bichloride of mercury, and muriate of am- 
monia. Several bottles of the poison were 
found about the house. The manner in 


beverage is a mystery. : : 

Immediately after he had swallowed some 
of the poisoned coffee he became violently 
ill. He staggered to the telephone in his 
house and summoned Dr. F. R. Hunt, 409 
North Pine avenue. Dr. Hunt soon arrived 
and found Mr. Reynolds in a dangerous stu- 
por. He administered antidotes, and after 
an hour’s hard work he succeeded in counter- 
acting the effect of the poison. But Mr. 
Reynolds was ill long after he had been 
placed out of danger, and he is still suf- 
fering from his experience. Dr. Hunt said 
that he had had a narrow escape from 
death,

UNIFORM MUNICIPAL ACCOUNTING. 

The public accounts of this community 
are not only confused in their relations 
and indecisive in their bearings, but they 
are practically unintelligible in any com- 
preliensive way for want of’ being ade- 
quately digested. It is.an accurate and 
ominous statement to say that no public 
official has anything more than a.fough | 
grasp of them in their entirety, while in 
no single department are they analyzed so 
as properly to illustrate present opera- 
tions and properly to facilitate comparison 
with previous years and with similar de- 
partments in other cities. Bie 

Indeed, the humiliating financial experi- 
ences which are so frequent in the Board 
of Education, the deficiencies which are dis- 
covered too late for remedy in the city’s 
resources, the chronic surprises and ridicu- 
lous chaos of our whole taxing procedure, 
are but part and parcel of our lack of 
system and intelligence in keeping . public 
accounts, Constructive municipal adminis- 
tration must, to be successful, be based 
upon intelligent bookkeeping, and men of 
first-class ability must be permanently en- 
gaged for the work. | 

The present city administration, however, 

has made no important progress in this re- 
‘spect. Mayor Harrison, although he advo- 
cates day labor as against the contract sys- 
tem for certain branches of public work, has 
not produced and probably could not produce 
from the departments as operated under 
him any intelligent showing of the financial 
results of the two policies as heretofore 
tried in city work. He is also an advocate 
of extending the municipal electric light- 
ing plant, but there has never been pre- 
sented by the electricity bureau any com- 
plete and satisfactory comparison between 
the financial results of municipal lighting 
and lighting by contraet. 

That these conditions are more typical 
than exceptional, both as regards the various 
departments of this city and also as re- 
gards most American cities, adds emphasis 
to the need for some general movement for 
correcting this situation. Special importance 
therefore attaches to the report on “Uniform 
Municipal Accounts and Statistics” which 
is to be presented in Detroit today by a 
special committee to the American 
Economic association at its thirteenth an- 
nual meeting. Mr. M. N. Baker, editor 
of the Engineering News, is the able chair- 
man of the committee. He has given this 
subject much attention, and there is an 
expectation that some plan may be per 
fected by which the half score of similar 
conimittees appointed by various public and 
semi-public organizations may pool their ef- 
forts through a joint central committee. 

Many municipal officials are thoroughly in- 
terested in- this general effort, and there 
seems reason to hope for some real step for- 
ward as a result of this report.

The former 
was, indeed, willing to“ surmise that some 
saloons might not close promptly on the 
stroke of 12 o’clock, but he expressly stated 
that he could not hold up his right hand and 
swear to such a state of things. How the 
grand jury could have imagined that a 
Police Inspector would know anything 
about conditions in his district after dark 
is incomprehensible. The duties of an In- 
spector, according to Inspector Hartnett, 
are to “inspect stations and uniforms and 
issue orders.” This work finished, the In- 
spector takes his carriage and drives home 
to dress for dinner. Then, perhaps, he goes 
to his club. How could he be expected to 
know if saloons are open after midnight? 
Long before that time he is sound asleep. 
Much study of the rules of the Police de- 
partment has also impaired the eyesight of 
these officials, so that even when detained 
down-town by private business or social 
duties until after midnight they are not 
likely to notice the open doors of saloons. 
The calm and even tenor of the life they 
lead is also likely to make them unsuspicious 
and almost too charitable in their judg- 
ment of their fellow-men. Thus when In- 
epector Kalas was asked if there were any 
disreputable resorts in his district he re- 
plied that the standard of morals in his 
district was extremely high, and he con- 
sequently took it for granted that no such 
blotches on the body politic would be allowed 
to exist. He felt that the questions of the 
jurymen on this point were impertinent 
when addressed to a man of his dignity and 
standing. 
It might as well be understood that the 
Police Inspectors are not expected to look 
after outdoor matters. They are busy with 
indoor affairs. A wise grand jury gvill here- 
after question patrolmen and sergeants if it 
wishes to learn the ins and outs of a great 
city after dark. 


THE CONDIT-SMITH CASE. 

Miss Oondit-Smith, an American woman, 
was in Pekin at the time of the siege of 
the legations. On her. way home she 
bought new clothing, of which she had great 
need. On reaching New York the customs 
officers seized her trunks because the cloth- 
ing bought abroad which they contained 
was worth more than $100. The authori- 
ties at Washington were appealed to and 
they ordered the release of the property. 
The order sent to the Collector at New 
York notified him that the Treasury regula- 
tions provide for the free entry of the per 
sonal effects of United States Ministers and 
their families returning from abroad, and 
that as Miss Condit-Smith was a guest of 
Minister Conger the privilege of free entry 
of personal effects should be accorded to her, 

A few New York dreasmakers may feel 
indignant because the law was not enforced 
against Miss Condit-Smith. Nobody else 
will be. The feeling with many is that it 
is better not to have a law which produces 
little revenue, gives little protection to 
American labor, except a few milliners and 
dressmakers, which enables rough custom- 
house officers to exercise their authority 
most offensively, and which is not uniform 
in its operation, since it is suspended in 
several instances by Treasury regulations. 

The law provides that when residents 
of the United States return from abroad 
“no more than $100 m value of articles 
purchased abroad by such residents shall 
be admitted free of duty.” No exception 
is made in favor of American Ministers, 
their families, or their guests. Logically the 
American woman, who has been the guest 
of the representative of the United States 
at Vienna or Rome is no more entitled to 
the free entry of wearing apparel bought 
abroad than the woman who lived in a 
hotel or private family during her residence 
in one of those cities. |

STARVATION IN PORTO RICO. 
In the last annual report of the Secretary 


of the Interior attention was called to the 
fact that the death rate in Porto Rico was 
still high in several places, notably in Ponce 
and Adjuntas. “The commonest cause of 
death,” says Secretary Hitchcock, “ appears 
to be angemia, brought on by poor nutrition 
and unsanitary surroundings.” This state- 
ment is now corroborated with rather start- 
ling emphasis in a report by Surgeon Will- 
lams, one of the assistants under the recent 
military régime, in which he says that the 
most harrowing stories from Porto Rico 
have understated rather than exaggerated 
the truth. He tells of laboring families, in- 
dustrious people, who were in a state of 
stafvation even during the issue of relict 
supplies, and who are now in a pitiable 
plight. He continues:

Such a state of affairs calls for investiga- 


tion. Why should an entire community be 
in such a desperate condition at this late 
date? The effects of the hurricane disaster 
were largely tided over by Hberal contri- 
butions from the United States. The island 
is fertile and the climate favorable to the 
rapid growing of crops. The burdens of 
taxation were never so light as they have 
been since the passage of the Porto Rican 
revenue act last April. Any community in 
the United States, with anything like such 
-Tavorable conditions, would be on its feet 
again by this time. What are the special 
conditions that cause this extreme misery in 
a Porto Rican town? 


The Secretary of the Interior reports that 


“agriculture in Porto Rico is in a back- 
ward condition, due to the ignorance of the 
common people regarding the subject.” He 
also mentions the lack of good roads as a 
cause of destitution. Will these things er- 
plain the sufferings of the people at Adjun- 
tas? Whatever the causes may be, they 
should de discovered and removed. Porto

THE EMBEZZLEMENTS IN 1000 
Although the embezzlements of 1900 


show a decided increase over those of 1899, 


it is to be considered that the total of last 
year was the smallest in twenty-three years. 
The figures for 1900 are $4,602,134, as 
compared with $2,218,378 in 1899, an in- 
crease of $2,383,761. Large as this sum 
appears, it is far below the average of the 
last twenty-three years, which is $7,339,806, 

The losses for the year are distributed as 
follows: Stolén by public officials, $1,183,- 
678; from banks, $1,857,761; by agents, 
$271,878; forgeries, $156,900; from loan as- 
sociations, $125,100; by postoffice employés, 
$24,427; miscellaneous stealings, $982,390. 
Bank employés have the unenviable repu- 
tation of heading the black list, and more 
than three-fourths of the bank total was 
taken by six employés, in Newport (Ky.), 
Fort Worth (Tex.), Elizabethport (N. J.), 
Buffalo (N. V.), Rutland (Vt.), and New York 
City banks, under conditions which would 
not have existed had the embezzlers been 
under proper surveillance and the banks 
been conducted upon safe business methods, 

There is nothing discouraging in the in- 
crease for the year, however, as it is still far 
below the average. The comparatively 
small sums embezzled are an evidence of 
the general prosperity of the country. In 
1883-'84 the totals were $26,504,000 and in 
1893-94 $35,263,714, and these were hard 
times years.

Francis Rawle of Philadelphia has been elected 
President of the Halifax and Yarmouth railway to

In the London Graphic H. Snowden Ward 
publishes some interesting reminiscences of 
the late Henry Russell, the composer. The 
notes from w Mr. Ward draws his in- 
formation were taken when Mr. Russell was 
in good health, and death was not anticipated. 
It will be news to many that Mr. Russell 
visited Chicago when it was a village of only 
300 Inhabitants, and that it was he who'com- 
posed the campaign song of the '40s, ** Tippe- 
canoe and Tyler, Too.“

The memory of the man who co and 
sang Cheer, Boys, Cheer,“ To the West, 
to the West, to the Land of the Free“ & 
Life on the Ocean Wave,“ and some doo other 
stirring songs, can never die in England or 
America, says Mr. Ward, but probably few 
of those who have heard of him, or whose 
fathers have told them of this contagious 
cheerfulness and enthusiasm, imagine that 
the hearty old singer is still living amongst 
us. My own early knowledge of him is en- 
ttrely at second-hand, from my father’s tales 
ot the days when the visit of Henry Russell's 
panorama was one of the great events in the 
winter season of many a provincial town; 
when every boy saved his pence for weeks, 
or begged his parents to subscribe for the 
special treat; when the moving pictures of a 
trip to America, and the stirring songs roused 
the spirit of adventure to the highest pitch, 


and when toward the close of the perform-. 


ance the singer would give the first verse of 
one of his well known songs and witha wave 
of his arm and a ** Now, boys, the chorus,“ 
would set the hall in a roar of melody that 
quite carried away the audience, 

When I met Henry Russell a couple of years 


“ago, in answer to an invitation to his home 


arising out of my interest in his music to 
Charles Dickens’ The Ivy Green,” a word 
about those old days brought the fire and the 
tears to his eyes, and he said: * Yes, if I 
have done any good thing, it has been in 
giving some men a brighter outlook upon 
life, and in cheering many a sinking heart 
ere it took the desperate resolve to leave its 
old homeland and seek a fortune 
the seas.“

In the course of conversation Mr. Russell 


mentio „ Amongst others; the 
late Thurlow Weed. My wife remarked that 
she was a granddaughter of that gentleman, 
whereupon, after a few moments of incredu- 
lous surprise, Mr. Russell sprang from his 
chair, crying: Is it possible that you are 
related to my dear old friend, Thurlow 
Weed?” And embraced my wife as if she had 


deen a long lost daughter. This set them 


talking of many of his friends in America, 
some of whose sons or grandsons- were 
amongst our own acquaintance; and it 
started quite a stream of anecdote and remin- 
iscence. Thurlow Weed's home, Albany, re- 
minded him of his first visit to that city, when 
strolling on the steamboat wharf (long before 
the days of the Hudson River railroad) he 
saw @ raw but aristocratic young English- 
man, cumbered with a portmanteau and 
handbag, and vainly calling Haw, porta.“ 
to the man who lounged about. With a fel- 
low-feeling for an Englishman in distress 
young Russell offered to assist with the port- 
manteau, and greatly enjoyed the joke when 
the Britisher evidently took him for a pro- 
fessional porter. The stranger went to the 
hotel at which Russell was staying, and at 
the door handed him half a dollar, which was 
accepted’ and pocketed. At dinner that night 
Russell sat opposite the stranger and another 
IMnglishman, and heard one remark to the 
other, “Aw! Beastly democratic country, 
where the fellow who carries your rom 
the pier sits opposite to you at dinner.” A 
Mttle later Mr. Russell challenged the other 
to drink a toast with him, and explained that 
a man who assisted a stranger to carry his 
burden was not necessarily an inferior. 


Of Catlin, the great explorer and painter of 
the American Indian, Mr. Russell had many 
tales to tell, and amongst others, one of his 
own discomfiture. “I was in Chicago, he 
said, ** sixty—nay it must be sixty-five years 
ago. Chicago had then 300 inhabitants. Cat- 
Un was there, just starting on a journey 
West. I was in search of melodies, and as he 
was going amongst a primitive people there 
was sure prospect of primitive melodies, so 1 
begged to be included in the party. We trav- 
eled in a bee-line, for there were no roads: 
When we came to a river we waded it, if it 
was not too deep, otherwise we made a raft 
and ferried it over. At length we came to a 
tribe that Catlin was seeking, were wel- 
comed, shared the evening meal, and after- 
wards sat around the campfire smoking. This 
seemed my opportunity. I asked Catlin it he 
could not get them to sing; he spoke to the 
chfef and the chiefassented. Thereupon one 
of the young braves opened his mouth, ut- 
tered a long-drawn, horrible howl, rapidly 
beating his hand over his mouth to give a 
tremolo effect. When his breath was ex- 
hauted, another teok up the howl, and soon 
they were howling by twos and threes, by 
haif-dozens, until at last the whole circle 
was one continuous howl. It was awful. I 
turned to Catlin, saying, ‘For God's sake, 
get me out of this.” And since then I have 
wanted no more primitive Indian melodies.” 
We asked Mr. Russel rwhich was his favor- 
ite amongst all his songs—a question to 


which it seemed difficult to reply. He could 


scarcely name one as the favorite. Cheer, 
Boys, Cheer,“ had encouraged many a sol- 
dier, sailor, and settler; and To the West,“ 
with its sentiment of the land— | 
Where a man is a man, if he’s willing to toll, 

And nature ne’er grudges the fruit of the soll, 
had been the means of inspiring many a 
weary emigrant. Perhaps none of the songs 
had been sung with more earnestness and 
even passionate feeling at the time than those 
attacking slavery, and he believed that they 
had exercised some influence in molding pub- 
lic opinion. Of personal favorites, The Ivy 
Green was certainly one, and A Song for 
the Oak was another. But the greatest 
success of any, one that swept like wildfire 
over a continent, and materially helped to 
secure a Presidential election, was one sel- 
dom or never connected with my name,“ 
said Mr. Russell. You have heard of ‘ Tip- 
pecanoe’? he asked. Did you know that I 
composed it? On being assured to the con- 
trary, he said: I was in Boston during the 
campaign in 1840, when General Harrison 
and John Tyler were returned as President 
and Vice President. General Harrison had 
been defeated at the previous election, and 
the contest was flerce, the result uncertain. 
I sat in my hotel reading a local paper, when 
I saw the words of the campaign ditty: 

We've Tippy Canoe and Tyler, too, 

And with them we will beat little Van, 

O, Van is a used-up man. 

I hummed it over to a North-country 
(English) air which did not quite fit it, but 
which I gradually adapted. Strolling to the 
window, I saw a great crowd in the square, 
waiting for a political meeting, and in the 
impulse of the moment I stood in the window 
and sang the words in the newspaper to the 
tune I had arranged. Before the first verse 
was done the people were crowded round my 
window, before the song was done they were 
humming it. At its close they clamored for 
a repetition, and before it was finished a sec- 
ond time they sang it as lustily as I did. In 
a week it was all over the State, a few days 
more and it was all over the country, and 
from the day when “‘ Tippy Canoe caught 
on the election was assured.

DISASTERS DURING 1900. 


Unusual Prosperity in 1899 Is Followed 
by a Reaction Which Swells the To- 
tal of Financial Losses—Business in 

Al Lines Is Active, with Higher 
Prices the Rule—Holiday Sales Large 
and the Outlook for the Future Is 
Bright. 


New York, Dec. 28.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 


Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say:

of the year have been compiled, and, adding 
@ proportionate amount for the time stili to 
elapse, it appears that commercial failures 
will number about 10,630, with liabilities oi 
$137,000,000. Of this number 2,300 were iu 
manufacturing, for $49,750,000; 7,800 in trad- 
ing, for $60,000,000; and 530 brokers, trans- 
porters, etc., not properly N 
of the other ‘Classes, for $27,250,000, 

Besides these strictly commercial de- 
faults there were sixty financial concerns 
with llabilities of $34,000,000, swelling the 
total to 10,600 in number and 5170, 000, 000 in 
amount. This shows a large increase over 
tke preceding year, when all failures num 
bered 9,393 and liabilities were 5123, 132,670. 
It must not be forgotten, however, that 1890 
Was a year of exceptional! prosperity in busi- 
ness, and while trade was then stimulated 
by rising prices, the succeeding year had to 
bear the bitter fruit of reaction. 

Despite these disasters, made unavolda- 
ble by the conditions that brought such a 
Phenomenal record for 1899, it still will de 
found that 1900 compares favorably--with 
cthe> recent years. 


So general preparation had been made dy 
Eastern business interests for a squeeze in 
money near the end of the ybar that the ex- 
pected advance did not occur, and collections 
in the interior were so good that banks made 
general complaint of the scarcity of mercan- 
tlle paper offered for discount. is outcome 
‘Was particularly encouraging, though busi- 
mess will need more money after Jan. 1. 

.“ Meanwhile a good undertone has been 
continually in evidence, founded upon the 
active distribution,of merchandise South and 
West, sellers assuming an indifferent atti- 
tude except in cotton goods and some 
branches of silk, where the general improve- 
ment has been reflected to comparatively 
small degree.

Price of Rails May Go Up. 
Instead of the agitation for cheaper steel 
rails that was so prevalent a short time ago, 
producers are said to contemplate an ad- 
Vance. Domestic contracts in this line ex- 
ceeded 50,000 tons at Chicago, and among 
foreign orders is noticed one for 17,000 tons 
for Austrailia, with many smaller sales. 
Structural material is wanted for buildings 
and bridges, with noticeable activity in this 
department for export. . 

It is not a bad that the local jobbing 
trade in footwear is quiet, nor that orders

are small, as most travelers returned home 
for the holidays. Hence new contracts are

vanced to figures which would give occasion 
for timidity or induce liquidation. 

The street, in fact, not unnaturally con- 
cludes that interests which are concerned in 
the developments regarding various proper- 
ties in the stock market are also using their 
influence to keep meney in such a condition 
that no pressure or disturbance can arise 
from that source. If this is the case they 
have been eminently successful, as call 
money has not been quoted above 6 per cent 
and stock market borrowers have had no 
difficulty in obtaining ample accommodation. 
“The week in many respects has been one 
of the most remarkable ones. since the 
doom which started immediately after the 
election began its course.“ On last Saturday, 
although the Stock Exchange was to be 
closed on Monday .as well as on Tuesday, 
Christmas day, prices adyanced throughout 


passed all records for a half holiday, sales of 
1,000,000 shares being officially recorded, and 
the real total was, of course, considerably 
larger. 


London Buys American Stocks. 
„On Monday, however, the London market 
was open, and great activity and strength 
developed in Americans there. The buying 
of our stocks was supposed to emanate large- 
ly from New York, but it was supplemented 
by covering by the foreign bears and pur- 
chases by the European public. Even on 
Christmas day there was a further exchange 
of dullish opinions in all the up-town re 
sorts of brokers and their customers, and 
some transactions were reported to have 
been made at advanced quotations in Sugar, 
St. Paul, and other favorite stocks. 

“In spite of the fact that support ‘and 
mantpulatlon by inside interests and pools is 
apparent in the movements of many. stücks. 
it is also evident that the public is in the mar- 
ket. The buying by commission houses, iu 
fact, has been on an enormous Beale. More- 
over, it is the general testimony that the 
amount of stocks purchased for investment 
and taken out of the street is exceedingly 
large, this tendency being illustrated by the 
comparative scarcity of many high-grade 
dividend-paying stocks and the ease with 
which they advanced on moderate buying. 
In the bond market, also, the lack of offer- 
ings of gilt-edge securities has transferred 
the demand to new or second grade railroad 
mortgages, some of which show substantial 
and rapid advances. 

“The buying of income-yielding securities 
of both bonds and stocks is, in fact, excep 
tionally large, and doubtless represents in a 
considerable degree an anticipation of the 


‘reinvestment of January income. At the 


same time the speculative participation is 
spreading, and both the street and the public 


‘show a disposition to recognize that the 


present market is unprecedented in its char- 
acter and breadth, and have been losing their 
fears that the upward movement might te 
suddenly checked * a severe break in 
prices follow.“
